The swine industry in Pennsylvania, 
suffered somewhat during 1921, likely 
due to the sharp decline in prices re ­ 
ceived by the farm ers for their pork. 
; These figures are shown in. a report of 
jtheJBureau of Statistics of the Penn­ 
sylvania ‘D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
,and cover th o year 1921. 
At (he beginning of the present y ear 
there were 
approxim ately 
1,096,884 
swine on the 
farm s of the state, 
as 
compared with 1,135,548 at the first of 
1921. 
The price 
received by the. farm ers 
for the swine 
showed a decrease 
of 
more than 20 per cent during the ypar. 
On January I, 1921 the average value 
•of the farm hog w as $16 while on J a n ­ 
uary 
I, 1922 
this had decreased 
to 
$12.80, although this latter price was 
considerably higher

price of the year 1921.
